Fohn Picus Earl of Mirandals, who when endeavouring to nullify 
this heavenly Science, he ſigned its certainty with his laſt breath, ac- 
cording to tho predictions of thoſe againſt whom he writ, upon the 
the DireF;on of his Aſcendant to Mars, in the three and thirtieth year 
of his age. And (not including my ſelf the meaneſt of Uranias Scr- 
vants)I am confident there are Aftrolegers now living in the Domie 


_ nions of his Gracſons Majeſty of Great Britain, (though nob many ) 


that could point out particularly the moſt material of nu8dane Reve- 
Lutions for time to come. However, I ſhall with all plainnefs proceed 
in general terms to unfold the pertents of che Celeſtial wanderers 
for this year, according to the preceding Aphoriſm ; and ſo by ca- 
ſting my eye alittle backward, I find, that at the firſt appearance of 
the great Comer at Dwblix on the thirteenth of December 1680, Mars 
was in Virge, the Domal Dignities of Mert#ry neer the degree of his 
Conjunttion with Saturn, OFvb.

Ang ſo, under the pre- 
tence of Religion, a& aJl manner of wickedneſs, which occafioneth 
much bloodshed, wars, cruelties and contentions among Princes and 
people ; beſides what the Lerd may be pleaſed to pour upon her jrom 
Heaven, or from Turkish Infidels. | | 
Itis a ſtrange thing people ſhould be ſo ſtupified and blind, (by 
_ the poyſon and veneme of boſome-inakes) that neither the threatnings 
of Heaven, woful experience of others, nor their own aatly. ſufferings 
will divert them from being led (like Bears by the noſe) to ſtakes of 
perdition, purpoſely foſtered in maſquerade for their contuſton, Car 
# man take fire in his boſome,and his clothes not be burut ? Cay a man 
go upon hot coles, and his feet net be burnt ? (Prov. 6.27,28.) as 
coals are to burning coals, anid wood to fire, ſo is a contentions man to 
kindle ſtrife, (chap. 26. ver. 21.) therefore as the fire devoureth the 
Pubble, and the lame conſumeth the chaff, ſo their root shall be rotten- 
neſs, and their bloſſome shall go up as the duſt,(Ifa. 5.24) 
How happy might the Babes of Ewrope be, if they would but ſtudy 
friendship, obedience, love, pcace and unity half ſo much as they do 
contention and diviſion, the ready road to deſtruction ; for our Bleſ- 
ſed Saviour {aith, Marth. 12.25. That every . Kingdom divided a- 
gainft it ſelf is brought to deſelation, and every City and Kouſe divi- 
ded ogaink it ſelf shall net Band. If che Princes of Europe would but 
. Now unite and joyn againſt the common enemy, they may this, and 
for two years yet to, come at leaſt, not only regain what they have 
lately Joſt, but indeed. do almoſt what they pleaſe with thoſe Infidels ; 
but their ſo great and unanimous friendſhip is much to be doubted as 
yet : for beſides what is before mentioned, Mercury did not only dif-

the very degree of So! in the Emperor of Germanres Nativity, bodes 
that Iluſtrious Princes care of one of his ees, treachery, mijchief of 
his ſubjef#s, falls, and b'ows, and then he ne<d nor doubt but to han- 
dic the Turk almoſt at pleaſure, and bring him to his own terms ; fer 
if the preſent S#{tan ſhould ſurvive many more years (which I believe 
he will not) he would doubtleſs loſe the greateſt part of his Domini- 
ons, and become moſt miſerable, and that too chiefly through the 
means and a&tions of the preſent Emperor of Germany ; for though 
many overtures of Peace may be made detween thoſe two mighty Em- 
perors this year, yet they will ſcarce take any hkely effett cillthe very 
Tatter end of this, or the beginning of the next year at ſooneſt ; nor 
then to much purpoſe. _ . Z + | 
Cardan (ſeg. 5. Apho. 45.) ſaith, Eclipſis Luninarium ſuper Civi-

How 
careful then ought men to be, to obrain the one, and avoid the o- 
ther, as the only means to make themſelves and Poſterity happy ? 
for nothing can be more prejudicial to beth, than to difl:ke and con- 
temn the Power and Decrecs of lawful Kings and Prizces, who at 
preſent admit of none ; but more eſpecially His preſent Majeſty of 
Great Britain, who not only in this Quarter and Year, but ſeveral 
yer ro come, will not be-in the leaſt ſubject to ; but on the can'rary

The Figure of the Opp:ſition is impoſſible to be obtained by any 
Tables or Rules whatſcever, becauſe of the slow moticn of Saturn, 
bur at the firſt Neew Moon of the year, wh ch happens but abour 
four hours before it, 1 find the Figure nearly rhe ſame with ther of 
the Vernal Ingreſs and Saturn both in the ninth houſe, which Au- 
thors ſay, fignifies Diminntionem fidet, & ablaticnem miſevicordre 
atque pretatis, © fludebunt homines quidem in ulibus & ho-rtbilt- 
bus, rerum alienorum, © fignificat marores, actriflitias, & anxie- 
taies venturas in itinerantibus, it perigrinationibus ſuis, © longam 
mpram in es. Diminution of faith and piety, leſs belict in promiſes, 
treaties or ſacred oaths then ovght to be, I'ttle compaſſion for the 
poor or diſtrefied 5 men will delight in horrible aQions, and to be | 
medling with other mens affairs more then is requiſne or belongeth to 
them, whence enſueth great ſorrows, anxicty and affliction z much 

hardſhip, peril, danger and diſappointment will attend ſuch as tra- 
yel by Sea or Land : the Seas will be peftered by Srerms, Tempeſt's 
and Pyrates, and the Land with Tor;es and Robbers, if not ſomething 
of mere miſchievous and dangerous conſequence. |
